lust now the Democrats are trying to 
find out the reasons for their overwhelming 
defeat, and it wónld be amusing, if it were 
not somewhat sad, to perceive the care with 
which most of them avoid the considerations 
which are so obviou3 to uubliuded men.

seeking for recondite and 
remote explanations. 
In New York they 
ascribe their deft at to concealed treason 
in the party, which position reminds us of 
the cry always raised by the Parisian press 
after each German victory in tlio last war. 
Others are absurd enough to Lint, at “ col- 
“ onization by repeaters,” though whero 
the repeaters were to come from they pru­ 
dently abstain from explaining. 
But the 
■desire which prevails among all these 
Democratic analysts is to find some ex­ 
planation which may rpare their vanity and 
self-approbation by avoiding the painful 
neocssity 
of owning 
that 
they were 
beaten 
because 
they 
deserved 
to 
be beaten. 
Perhaps the hopelessness of 
any future Democratic success Í3 foreshad­ 
owed in the tone now taken by these apol­ 
ogists. 
The Democratic leaders have sig­ 
nally failed to interpret the national mind 
for many years. W hatever they have done 
has shown their inability to realize that 
the people on whose support they depended 
were as competent as themselves to see 
through shams and subterfuges.

English were going to attack a Chinese po­ 
s tion, they suddenly enconntered what 
looked like a line of formidable batteries, 
but on approaching nearer it was found 
th at these fortifications were nothing but 
painted canvas. 
The sim; le Celostials had 
i nagined tjiat the distant view would 
have been enough for the foreign barbari­ 
ans, and that they would not have ap­ 
proached close enough to discover the de­ 
ception. 
On this Chinese principle the 
Democratic leaders have proceeded, and 
when their artifices have been exposed they 
have expressed unbounded astonishment, as 
they are doing now. 
It seems from their 
present attitude that they are yet unable 
to oomprehend how such trifles as the 
stealing of the electoral votes of thirteen 
States, the abandonm ent of all their prin­ 
ciples, and the free use of fraud and forgery, 
oould have injured them in public estima­ 
tion. 
Perhaps they will arrive at a better 
understanding in time, b at assuredly un­ 
less they do, and unless they resolve with 
Sir John Falstaff, to “ live cleanly ” here­ 
after, and eschew the evil practices which 
have brought them into deserved disre­ 
pute, they will never win a victory in the 
U nited States.

I t m ay now be stated w ith practical cer­ 
ta in ty th a t California has given Garfield a 
m ajority of from one to tw o th o u sa n d ;

and th a t 
R epublican Con­ 
gressm en have been elected in the Second 
and F o u rth D istricts. 
T he defeat of Mr. 
D avis in San Francisco is a m atter for sin­ 
cere regret, for he was one of th e ablest 
and m ost tru stw o rth y representatives the 
d istric t has ever had. 
I t is also to be re­ 
g retted th a t M r. K night has been unsuc­ 
cessful in th e T hird D istrict, though the 
loss in his case is th a t of an u ntried candi­ 
d ate for public honors. 
T he Democrats, 
how ever, m ust relinquish th eir last hold 
upon hope w ith th e loss of th e S tate and 
th e L egislature, and consola them selves 
w ith the reflection th a t th ey will not be 
p u t to any trouble or perplexity to elect a 
U nited S tates S enator this w inter. 


G overnor W rig h t, of th e Indian T erri­ 
tory, is a converted C hoctaw Indian.

W hether the United States Senate will 
bo tied or not, it is now certain th at the 
Republicans will have a majority in the 
House of Representatives, and this fact 
has already given rise to a suggestion the 
only fault of which is th at it is advanced 
with a tim idity not at all warranted by 
the situation. 
It is intim ated th at the 
House may now undertake to refuse ad­ 
mission to persons who claim to have been 
elected to seats in it by Southern districts 
where the vote of the Republicans has 
notoriously been suppressed. 
There ought 
not to be any hesitation in making a prop­ 
osition of this character, for to act upon it 
is not merely the right but the duty of the 
majority in the House. 
Congress is the 
sole judge of the qualifications of its mem­ 
bers, and Congress knows perfectly well 
that members who have not been fairly 
elected by a majority of the untiammeled 
voters of their districts cannot be entitled 
to seats in th at body. 
So long as the 
Democrats possessed control of the House 
they let in everyone who brought Demo­ 
cratic credentials from the South, ami they 
ne ver paused to inquire how those creden­ 
tials were obtained. 
In this way the solid 
South came to have very real signifi­ 
cance, and iu this way the systematic re­ 
pression of the 
Southern 
Republican 
vote «as encouraged. 
I t is necessary that 
all this should be changed. 
It is the duty 
of Congress to protect the natioual repre­ 
sentation against partisan fraud, and as it 
appeal’s th at there is no other way of reach­ 
ing this end th in by refusing to concede 
the polilical prizes to obtain which these 
frauds have been committed, the plan pro­ 
posed ought to be adopted. 
Of course 
it is plain that s > long as fraud is allowed 
to succeed it will be adhered to. .T he way 
to get rid of it is to make it apparent th at 
it is no longer profitable. 
If the Southern 
bulldozers and ballot-box stuflers are made 
to realize that they cannot elect Congress­ 
men by their favorite methods, and that if 
they persist in employing thc30 methods 
they will only lflse their representation, 
they will speedily abandon the salid-South 
programme, and return to honest prac­ 
tices. 
Iu the new7 Congress there will be 
many claimants whose credentials will not 
stand scrutiny, and everyone of these men 
ought to be rejected. 
The country will 
indorse such a policy on the part of the 
Republican majority, and th at majority 
will be taking the most direct method to 
purify the election machinery and to break 
up the solid South. 
I t is. indeed, prob­ 
able th at the Southern people will from 
this time place very little dependence upon 
that arrangement, but 
they m ust 
be 
taught to regard it as worse than a broken 
reed iu their hands. 
The country has 
been rescued from a great danger by the 
recent election, but great and urgent re­ 
form measures yet remain to be accom­ 
plished, and the first and most im portant 
of these is ths restoration of the franchise 
to the disfranchised elements at the South. 
The nation has testified its disapprobation 
of the practices by which the South was 
made solid, but Congress m ust execute the 
national judgment, and see to it th at the 
latest frauds upon the franchise fail of 
effect. 


Time was when the Republican party iu 
(Jongr-ss was accused of unseating South­ 
ern members as a m atter of mere partisan 
expediency, and without regard to the 
m rits of the case. 
T hat was when the 
North rn people were inclined to take 
their version of Southern m atters from 
Southern sources, and wher ’ ey were dis­ 
posed to believe th at the ,uuth was very 
m ich “ oppressed’’ and ill-used. 
That 
period ended when the Reconstruction ex­ 
periment w as abandoned, and when Presi­ 
dent Hayes withdrew the last federal troops 
from Southern soil. 
Then it became ap­ 
parent that the previous complaints against 
Northern officials had been mainly false, 
for the first use the South made of its new 
liberty was to re-ens!ave the negroes and 
to wrest from them their political rights. 
A Democratic majority iu Congress made 
th¡3 work of “ redeeming ’’ the South very 
profitable, and Southern Congressmen were 
manufactured to order with unexampled 
celerity. 
In that region there ceased to 
be constitutional government. 
The laws 
of the United States were systematically 
defied at every election.

The 
dignity, integrity and purity of the na­ 
tional representation rnu3t be restored and 
vindicated. 
That is the first duty of the 
victorious Republican party, and the man­ 
ner in which this duty may be best per­ 
formed fortunately suggests itself in this 
case. 
By all means let the illegally re­ 
turned members be expelled.

T his is no t a m atter to let drop until it 
has been probed to th e very bottom . 
The 
scoundrels who devised and those who 
used it ought alike to be exposed and pun­ 
ished. 
W e have no respect for th e in te l­ 
ligence of any m an who, after having 
m astered tho evidence in this case, can 
entertain a doubt as to th e spuriousness 
of th e alleged Garfield letter, bu t since 
the Dem ocratic p arty has indorsed th e 
cow ardly and atrocious fraud, we w ant to 
sec it so com pletely brought home to them 
th a t they w ill never be able to rid th em ­ 
selves of th e evil tain t belonging to it.

ARSON IN YOLO COUNTY- 
Examination of Edwaid C. Muii'—Ee is 
Held to Answer In the Sum of $l,fi£9- 
The examination of Eaward C. Muir, 
charged with setting fire to the Washington 
cannery, was resumed before Justice Buck­ 
ingham in Washington night before last, and 
continued throughout yesterday. The ut­ 
most interest was manifested in the case by 
the people of Washington, as it was believed 
that whoever set fire to the cannery could 
also explain the burning of the school-house 
and other buiiding3 recently in that town. 
Officer Jackson of this city, who worked 
up the case, assisted by Constable Cantrell, 
appeared as the prosecuting officer in the 
case. The people were represented by Dis­ 
trict Attorney C. A. Garoatte of Yolo coun­ 
ty, and I. S. Brown of this city, aud the de­ 
fense by D. E. Alexander. The fire at the 
cannery occurred on the morning of the 20th 
of October—there being one at soon after 1 
o’clock on that morning, and another about 
1 o’clock. Muir was arrested on the ‘27th. 
The evidence in the case, as given upon the 
examination, is entirely circumstantial, and 
may be britfly summarized as follows : Frank 
Pritchard met M uir at about 1 o’clock that 
morning, i.umediately in front of the can­ 
nery. He seemed excited, or as if he had 
been drinking. He remarked to Pritchard 
that he had been following three men for 
three or four miles, all around town, and that 
they had slipped him ri^ht there, and aoked 
if it wasn’t as good a place as any 
to 
stand 
and 
watch 
for 
fheui. 
M uir then went down the"levee to the W ash­ 
ington House, win re he was met by Me- 
Iiiernv, whom he asked where he was going, 
and M cluerny explained that he had just 
quit w. rk iu the ship yard. M uir told him 
he was patrolirg the town. That there had 
been numerous tires recently, and he was 
watching out f ir the fellows that were out 
late at night. From the hotel ha went two 
blocks west and then north to the railroad 
track, where he first said he discovered the 
fire, aud went to the bridge aud gave the 
alarm by calling Irwin, the bridge watchman. 
Irwiu went and rung the bridge bed, and 
Muir states that he went to the cannery 
building, 
broke in th e glass 
In one window, went in and woke up Rob.- 
ert», who was a watchman in the cannery, 
and they two, with another person, put out 
the file. 11 iberts then fastened up the build­ 
ing, wish the exception of a window on the 
hack side that there was no way to close. 
Roberts and Muir then went to the Railroad 
Hotel and took drinks. They then returned 
to the bridge watch-house and s it down. Ir­ 
win testifiis that between the time Muir so 
came hack there after the first fire, and the 
second tire, which occurred about two hours 
afterwards. Muir went out several times, 
stating that he was sick, and was 
gone several minutes each time. 
The 
la-t time he was absent fifteen or twenty 
minutes, aud shortly after his re:urti the 
newsboy came across the bridge aid gave 
alarm that the cannery was on fire. Roberts 
was still at the bridge watch-house, and 
when the second alarm was given he and 
Muir ran to the cannery. Roberts ran around 
to the back part, where the window was u< t 
closed, and got iu. and when he got to the 
place in the building wheie the tire was he 
found M uir there, having gained an entrance 
some other wsy. 
R iberts had some difficulty with Muir in the 
matter of putting out the tire, and thought 
Muir acted very strangely, and finally told 
him that he had his opinion as to the origin 
of the fire. A t this Muir threw down the 
hose and said Roberts might put out the lire 
himselt, which he did, and nothing further 
was said upon the subject. The next morn­ 
ing it was found that a board had been pulled 
loose on the north side of the cannery that 
night. It was loosened at the bottom but 
hung at the top, and eouid be pulled out so a 
person could go in and then it would swiug 
back to place. 
TRACKS WERE FOUND 
On the ground by this opening, made by a 
person who had been hack an l forth toward 
the bridge watch-house, and which same trank 
was also traced down the levee and arouud 
part of the circuit which M uir had taken in 
the night. It is the theory of the prosecution 
that this board was taken off by Muir prior 
to the first fire, and that he entered there to 
set the tires, and also went in that way at the 
second alarm. After the authorities ha I re­ 
quested Chief Karcher to investigate the 
matter the above facrs were developed, and 
led officer Jackson to believe that Muir was 
tbs guilty partv. 
He then placed hio - 
self into Muir's company, aud on tl e 
day after the fire Muir stated to him that 
he, Muir, wasi-uspected of Sctiingthe fires, lie 
said he was running for Constable and Night 
Watchman, and on account of the suspicious 
he should withdraw as a c indidate. He 
than told Jack.-on his story about the whole 
matter connected with the cannery fires, and 
they weut together to the building, when Muir 
state! through whi-h window lie e iterad the 
building when the first tire occuned. Theup- 
ri-ht partition pieces in the sash were still 
unbroken, aud ouly 9J inches apart. 
The 
bottom ot the window was ovcr five feet from 
the ground. Jacks .u inquired bow he got 
up to the window and through it. 
M uir 
pointed up to a beam 
over 
this window on the inside, and said 
he jumped and caught hold of that and 
pulled himself through. The officer noticed, 
he Fays, that there was an unbroken spider­ 
web entirely covering the beam, and that 
the web was heavily loaded with dust, show­ 
ing that it had long been there. Jackson 
then wanted him to go through the window 
again as before. He at first refused, and then 
said he would. Upon going outside lie made 
several attempts to jump and catch the beam, 
but could not do so, and then claimed that 
there was a pile of bru.-h there at the time of 
the fire. (It was shown at the examination 
there had been no brush there or anything 
else.) After getting a block to stand upon, 
and taking off his coat and vest, he finally, 
after three trials, made his way through, hut 
not without breaking the upright partition 
of the sxsh. He was then arrested by Jack­ 
son. Afterwards Jackson found th it between 
the first and second fires Muir had taken the 
greater port of the previous Saturday’s R ecord 
U nion out from the bridge watch-house, 
leivingbut a small portion. In searching 
the materials left with which the lost fire was 
kindled, a part of this copy of the R ecokd- 
Union whs found in the cannery, which 
agreed with the portion left at the watch- 
home. M uir claimed that between the first 
ami s-cm 1 fires he had not parted company 
with Rsheits, but the latter and Irwin both 
testified that, he went out several timps, as 
stated, under claim of being sick. The de­ 
fendant, it is claimed, also gave contradictory 
statements to various parties as to where he 
was when he «¡¡-covered the first tire, and 
some of which he placed in locations from 
which the cannery building cmld not he 
seen.A t the conclusion of the testimony the de­ 
fern mnt was held to answer in the sum of 
SI,50», and will be taken to-day to jail at 
Woodland. 
____

San F rancisco, November 4th.—Seven 
new cases of small-pox were reported to-day 
up to noon. These make 57 cases reported 
this week, a majority of which are in a modi­ 
fied form, but some are of a malignant type. 
Every ttfort is being made by the health au­ 
thorities to prevent the spread of the disease 
aud to protect citizens by vaccination. The 
cases reported are scattered over all sections 
of the city, aud the victims belong to the 
more respectable class of the community. All 
those attacked have been almost immediately 
sent to the Twenty-eixth-street Hospital, ex­ 
cept some isolated cases, which could be 
safelv quarantined. The public vaccinators 
appointed by the Board of Health are doing 
good work, using the best of bovine virus ob­ 
tainable from first hands. No satisfactory 
explanation of the sudden increase of this 
disease in our midst is given. The Citv Phy­ 
sicians, including the officers of the Health 
Department, are nonplussed for an explana­ 
tion, and generally attribute the rajiid Spread 
to atmospheric influences.

The 
woman was removed to the City Receiving 
Hospital, where she was found to have re­ 
ceived four shots, three iu the chest and one 
in the back. The wounds were considered 
fatal, but for some time after the woman’s 
entrance into the hospital her pulse was full 
and strong. The motive of Boniface was 
probably jealousy, 33 it is represented he has 
been following and annoying the woman for 
some time. She, it appears, was married to 
a man named Thomas Noye, who keeps a 
saloon iu this city, at the corner of Pacific 
and Kearny street», which place she left 
about twenty minutes before she was sho t; 
hut she has two children by Boniface. Her 
father anil mother are living in Sacramento, 
and two sisters reside in Oakland.
